Grain  sown  in  April  on  carefully  pnpar.d  land  -ermiiuit.'d  nadily  and  oamc 
np  well,  hut  ..^ecls  of  the  roots  and  corn  that  had  to  be  sown  somewhat  shallow  or 
late  in  May  were  unable  to  germinate  properly  owinp  to  lack  of  moisture  On  the 
non-irriiraled  portion  no  crops  .xcr^pt  those  RPOwn  on  summer- fallow.vl  land  develop*! 
gufticiciitly  to  allow  harvesting. 

The  yields  of  prnin  on  the  irrigateil  portions  were  much  below  the  average. 
Thi-  was  "also  due  to  the  very  dry  conditions  that  prevailed  during  April.  May  and 
Jr.ne  up  to  the  first  irrigation.  All  grain  plots  were  one-sixtieth  of  an  acre  each, 
and  the  yields  per  acre  of  roots  and  potatoe--  have  be<'n  calculated  fr.  u  lie  product 
of  two  row=.  each  sixty-iix  iiXl  long.
